Trustees, requesting to build a 40' x 60' addition to existing 
building at 353-355 Turnpike Road (Map 25, Lot 13). Present 
for the applicant were: Bruce Cummingham, James Gable and William 
Robinson (engineer). Town officials present were: Planning 
Board: Charles Gaffney and Russell Millholland. Board of Health: 
Philip Mauch, Chairman. No certified receipts were presented 
to the Selectmen. These were promised to be supplied as soon 
as possible. No certified list of abutters (by the Board of 
Assessors) was received by Selectmen. Mr. Cunningham stated 
that his office sent the notices out and promised to bring the 
receipts in on Wednesday, January 8, 1986. He stated that he 
did not see the receipts but there were only two abutters. 
Selectman Cipriano stated that approval is contingent upon the 
Return of Receipts Notice being received by the Selectmen's 
office. William Robinson, engineer, gave the presentation. 
He presented revised site plans to the Selectmen. Subjects 
discussed were: chain link fence, signs, screening/landscaping, 
repaving of lot, drainage, catch basins, etc., parking spaces, 
proposed fuel tanks (they will apply for a permit), septic system, 
lighting, self-contained spray room in new addition (environmentally 
sound and provide better fire protection than the old one), 
storage of six limousines (permit will be applied for to the 
Selectmen). Board noted approvals received from the site plan 
boards. No abutters appeared for or agaisnt this site plan 
as presented. 


Selectman Cowles made a MOTION that the Board accept the site 
plan as presented. Chairman Pro Tem Cipriano seconded the motion 
and added the following conditions: 


(1) Approval subject to the installation of a curb along 
the eastern boundary, 


(2) Approval subject to whatever additional design work 
would be required if applicant changed the use from the septic 
system standpoint, 


(3) Approval subject to the approval for the fuel storage 
permit, 


(4) Approval subject to the ability to successfully obtain 
a limousine permit to be utilized in the Town of Southborough, 


(5) Approval subject to some form of barrier on the chain 
link fence in the storage area when it is put up, whether it 
is tied-down canvas or plastic material, in order to substantially 
block out the storage area so that individuals driving on the 
site could not view the cars in the storage area. If this barrier 
is not working or is deteriorating, the applicant can plant 
a row of trees instead. 


(6) Approval subject to the disabled vehicles being stored 
in the pen or in the building. None to be stored outside on 
the site. 


VOTE: 2 to 0 in favor. 


8:30 p.m.to 8:55 p.m. Reconvened meeting with George E. McCarthy, 
Sr. dba GEMS re application for a Class II License at 77 School 
Street (from December 17, 1985). Present for applicant: George 
E. McCarthy, Sr. and George E. McCarthy, Jr. (gave presentation). 
Board noted January 6, 1986 memorandum from Edgar A. Phaneuf, 
Jr., Inspector of Buildings, which stated that "The use at 77 
School Street has been continuous. There has been no abandonment 
of use." Abutters Kathleen and Steven Haley, 68 Marlboro Road, 
questioned whether or not this license went with the property. 
Selectmen assured them that it does not. New owners of the 
Site have to apply for their own license. They also were concerned 
with any potential odors from spraying of paint on the vehicles. 


MOTION was made by Selectman Cowles, seconded by Ch. Pro Tem 
Cipriano, that the Board grant this license subject to the following 
conditions (VOTE: 2 to 0 in favor): 


(1) Hours of operation: Monday through Friday, 8 a.m. to 
5 p.m. 


(2) No vehicles are to be displayed at the front of the 
site. Vehicles can be parked in the back during the work day. 


(3) No partially dismantled, inoperative, wrecked, junked 
or discarded vehicle shall be allowed on the premises outside 
the garage at any time. 


(4) No additional exterior lighting on the site except 
for security reasons, provided that such exterior lighting is 
not in any way directed toward residential areas, and should 
be faced down. 


(5) No more than three vehicles may be stored outside 
of the building in the rear and further, not beyond 5 p.m. on 
any working day. 
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(6) No trucks for sale, new or used, except for small 
pickup type vehicles, stored outside. 


(7) One sign, location of which is to be determined by 
the Building Inspector, if requested by the Registry of Motor 
Vehicles. 
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Selectmen Cipriano and Cowles signed State Census Certification 
regarding 6,334 population figure for the Town of Southborough. 
MOTION made by Selectman Cowles, seconded by Selectman Cipriano. 
Votes 2 to 0 in favor. : 


Selectmen authorized Office Manager to submit to radio stations 
and newspapers a press release indicating that the Special Town 
Meeting Warrants were delivered last weekend by the Girl Scouts 
and the Boy Scouts. If any resident did not receive their Warrant, 
they should contact the Selectmen's office. 


Building Inspector Edgar A. Phaneuf, Jr. stated that some new 
screening requirements are creating problems, i.e., icing conditions 
and that more sand and salt have to be used on roadways. In 
the future, perhaps the location of the screening should be 
carefully considered for this reason.

Attorney Davidson stated that the liability of allowing school 
buses to use this section of Summit Drive would be too great 
if the Town did not accept it. Planning Board voted at their 
last meeting not to recommend acceptance of this portion of 
Summit Road and recommended the acceptance of a portion of Skylar 
Drive. Selectman Cipriano stated that since conditions have 
not been met for the approval of the layout of a portion of 
Summit Road, the Board cannot recommend approval. The condition 
of the vote of the Board of Selectmen was that the Board had 
to have a majority approval of the Planning Board in order to 
go forward.

CONTRACTS 


Commercial Insurance Planning Corporation. This is a consultant 


to help the Town regarding health insurance. The health insurance 
cost to the town has risen dramatically since Fiscal 1983. 
In the last three years it has gone up by 65%. Administrative 
Assistant Grossman believes that this company will save the 
town a lot of money by analyzing the Town's program and looking 
at the Town's needs. Selectman Cipriano made a MOTION that 
the Board take the contract as submitted under advisement. 
Board will vote on the signing of this contract in two weeks 
(February 11, 1986). Selectman Cowles seconded the Motion. 
VOTE: unanimous. 
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7:30 p.m. to 8:10 p.m. Public Safety Study Committee Chairman 
James A. McCaw read the three-page report of the Committee which 
was formed to study the feasibility of restructuring the present 
Police/Fire Departments into a Department of Public Safety. 
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In summary, the Committee decided that the Town should retain 
its present structure and have two working Chiefs, should retain 
Chapter 42 (Strong Chief's Law) and include a written job description 
for the Fire Chief which would provide the Selectmen with a 
strong guideline for the position of Fire Chief and avoid any 
misunderstanding of the responsibility of that position. The 
Committee listed nine recommendations to be included in the 
job description. The Committee also recommended a Central Dispatcher 
and updated radio equipment. The final recommendation of the 
Committee was that Acting Fire Chief Frank Aspinwall be appointed 
to the position of Fire Chief as soon as possible. 


Selectman Cipriano made a MOTION to accept the Report from the 
Public Safety Study Committee and to dissolve the Committee. 
Selectman Cowles seconded the Motion. VOTE: unanimous.

Purpose of Meeting: To discuss Southborough Business Association 
request for access to Transfer Station. 


73:32 P.M to 9:00 P.M. Meeting with Arnold Gustafson representing 
the Southborough Business Association and Chairman of the Trash 
Committee of the Association. Discussion centered around the 
businessmen in town who feel that they should be allowed access 
to the Transfer Station and are willing to pay a fee per ton. 
Selectmen explained that the problem is the town has no scales to 
weigh trash and the most serious problem is that there is no 
place to take the extra trash. Another landfill was closed by 
the State and the haulers are running out of places to unload 
their trash. Selectman Cowles wants to wait for a year under the 
present system (no commercial trash) as it is the only way to 
find out how much residential trash Southborough generates. 
Selectman Cowles suggested that a committee be formed to discuss 
possible access sites for the businessmen. Members of the 
committee to be Arnold Gustafson (representing the Business 
Association), Ron Campbell (a hauler), Town Counsel Frederick 
Busconi, Highway Superintendent John Boland and Selectman Cowles. 
Committee to contact as soon as possible Mr. Tappan and Alfred B. 
Scaramelli (Director of Business Development, Signal 
Environmental Systems Inc.) to see where the breakdo wn seems to 
be in their agreement. Purpose of the committee: to find out (1) 
when they told us that Southborough Businessmen's trash would be 
readily accepted at Millbury, why all of a sudden that is not so, 
and (2) an access site for commercial trash. Mr. Tappan has 
been denying (from telephone calls from Southborough businessmen) 
the businessmen to bring their trash there and denying them 
access. This is not what the Town was told would happen. Mr. 
Scaramelli says "no problem". 


A member of the Business Association stated that if all the 
committee plans to accomplish is to allow the businessmen to 
drive 14 miles, a two to three hour total drive, to take their 
trash to Millbury, the Association will not go along with that. 


Chairman Cipriano stated that the trash site problem is affecting 
the entire region. Perhaps the State government should have seen 
this problem coming and perhaps should have made more provisions 
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for access or encouraged regional transfer stations or regional 
sites. What they seems to have happened is the State let private 
industry basically play the market, whatever companies wanted to 
come in, make the investment, a couple of bold individuals such 
as Signal Resco decide that there may be money ultimately in the 
disposal of trash, and they were right. In making a more than 
reasonable fair profit, what they have done is they have a 
strangle-hold and monopolized the entire process of disposal. Now 
that they have the facilities, now that they have the guns and 
the ammunition, they are dictating the terms to municipalities by 
telling them who is going to get what, what the cost is going to 
be and how much they can dump there. Then they tell the 
communities ‘if you want the bargain of paying excessive amounts 
of money to dump trash, execute a 30 to 40 year contract which 
gives us all the rights and gives very limited rights except 
access' and says 'by the way, if it all doesn't work out from our 
end or if we decide to cut you back, we are going to'. It is 
unilateral and unfair and is causing the governments, 
particularly Southborough, a tremendous hardship. It is causing 
you a tremendous hardship. It is only temporary, but how 
temporary? Chairman Cipriano is not convinced the Board can go a 
full year with the current proposal. This matter will have to be 
reviewed by the end of this year when budgets have to be reviewed 
to determine where the money is going to do. Selectmen have no 
immediate solution at this time. 


One of the businessmen suggested perhaps the transfer station 
could take household trash some days and business trash some 
days. Selectmen stated that the problem remains of where to take 
the trash if we go over the alloted tonnage. 


Chairman Cipriano stated that this problem will be addressed 
before the end of the year and perhaps a Warrant Article will be 
placed before Town Meeting to discuss the possibility of scales, 
to put pressure for increased access and somehow to get results 
from the State government that helps the Town soften the impact 
on everyone. 


Mr. Gustafson said he had talked to Mr. Tappen who stated he 
preferred to have commercial trash mixed with household trash. It 
was easier to burn. Mr. Tappen feels that the 4,000 tonnage 
figure is too low. The tonnage figure should be renegotiated in 
two or three months. Perhaps it could be raised. Mr. Gustafson 
saw a dump truck at the transfer station with stickers dumping 
into the bin. Several residents reported to Mr. Gustafson that 
when the Transfer Station attendant goes on lunch break a number 
of trucks go in and dump their trash. He presented to the 
selectmen several license place numbers of some of the offenders. 
Highway Superintendent Boland said no one monitors the station 
while the attendant is picking up his’ lunch. He goes at 
different times and is only gone for a short period of time. 


Pad 
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Selectmen want continuous coverage of enforcement. Mr. Boland 
said he could assign someone in the department to cover the lunch 
hour period for an interim period of about two weeks. Chairman 
of the Advisory Committee Anthony Atenasio suggested that the 
money to pay someone to monitor the transfer station could come 
out of the fee money. MOTION was made by Selectman Cowles, 
seconded by Selectman Keller and unanimously VOTED to form an 
informal committee to discuss the issue about access to the 
transfer station, the members to be Arnold Gustafson, Ron 
Campbell, Highway Superintendent John Boland, Town Counsel 
Frederick A. Busconi and Selectman Davis Cowles.

Discussion regarding status of former 
Hong Chow Restaurant, 77 Turnpike Road, Fayville. Preliminary 
tax title procedure has been started on this property. Selectmen 
would like an updated comprehensive report.

Mauch, member Dr. Timothy Stone and Health Agent Christopher 
Knuth discussed the monitoring of the former Parkerville Road 
landfill which was closed in 1976. No tests have been conducted 
since 1983. At the meeting with the Board of Health on September 
17, 1985, Board of Health agreed to issue a monitored yearly 
report on this landfill. To date, no reports have been received. 
According to Board of Health Chairman, as of the last two or 
three months, there isn't enough coming out surface wise to 
take any samples. The landfill will continue to leach in the 
wet seasons of the year and will continue to leach for the next 
ten to fifteen years. The leachate that has come out of it 
up to now are irons which is not a health hazard concern. When 
the water table comes up again, samples will be taken to a lab 
for testing. Selectmen requested this meeting in order to bring 
the status of the landfill up to date and be assured that there 
is no hazardous waste problem in the area. If deep hole testing 
is cost prohibitive, perhaps an Article could be placed in the 
next Annual Town Meeting Warrant. The Board of Health have 
not put deep boring testing out to bid as they have to set up 
a plan first. It depends on what kind of testing would give 
the best results. Selectmen asked the Board of Health to keep 
them informed of surface test results on the landfill as soon 
as feasible. 


9:09 p.m. to 9:55 p.m. Sherman Ball discussed his concerns 
regarding 33 Turnpike Road and the proposed autistic school 
soon to be located at this address. Kwan Associates, owner 
of the property, is leasing it to The New England Center for 
Autism, Inc. Director of the school, Vincent Strully was present. 
Mr. Ball was concerned that this property would be taken off 
the tax base as it is a school and a non-profit organization. 
Town Counsel Frederick Busconi assured Mr. Ball that as long 
as Kwan Associates continues to own the property, the taxes 
will be paid to the Town. There will be no cost to the town 
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from this school re Chapter 766 due to the fact that the town 
where the student's parent resides will bear the cost. None 
of the parents of these children live in Southborough, nor can 
they probably afford to move to the Town of Southborough. When 
the school enrollment is at its peak there will be 80 students. 
The children will be transported by staff members. There will 
be no one living on the premises. Children will be living in 
group homes in the surrounding towns. Town Counsel's August 
20, 1986 opinion stated that it is his opinion that this proposed 
use is proper and legal. The Center has the proper approvals 
of both the State and Federal governmental authorities. Kwan 
Associates has been granted both Site Plan approval (May 27, 
1986) and building permits. Another concern of Mr. Ball and 
other residents was whether or not there was any misrepresentation 
on the part of Kwan Associates at the Site Plan reviews on May 
13 and 27, 1986. Mr. Kwan asked for permission to convert a 
warehouse to an office building.

Mr. Dalzell has been selling used cars for a long period of 
time. Selectman Keller presented photographs to Chairman Cipriano. 


Town Counsel Busconi stated that if it is the feeling of the 
majority of the Board that he has not performed as per the conditions 
which were attached to his License, that the Board can do one 
of two things: 


(1) The Board can wait until the application comes in 
at the end of the year. At that time a hearing can be conducted 
independently of the others; or 


(2) The Board can call Mr. Dalzell in earlier and judge 
him on the basis of what the evidence the Board has in front 
of them, but not limited to that. 
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Chairman Cipriano stated that Mr. Dalzell has been issued by 
the Building Inspector a Cease and Desist Order with regard 
to this operation.

Mr. Dalzell has no Special Permit and is operating his business 
on this site under his Class II license. 


Mr. Dalzell's attorney, Charles B. Swartwood, III, in his October 
23, to the Inspector of Buildings, stated that he has advised 
his client that he is not in violation of the Zoning By-Law. 
Mr. Swartwood believes that because the Board has allowed this 
business to go on, that it is a nonconforming use and is grand- 
fathered. 


Town Counsel Busconi stated there is no prior existing protection.
